3rd-Grade teacher in the elementary school I went to was married to the 
only ham in Parish, NY that I was aware of. I don't remember Mr Sawyer's 
first name, but he has a 40 - 50 foot tower and a tri-bander, or similar 
on it. I delivered papers to them just before I moved from Parish 
(1962)... 


John Leese, not a ham, was my Explorer Post leader. He was interested in 
getting a ticket, but never had the time. I ordered a Heath catalog to 
get a kit for the Electronics merit badge (late 1964), and settled ona 
6-transistor AM portable. Lots of fun BCB-DX'ing with that little gem! 


Dad took a job in the Syracuse, NY area in late 1964, and the rest of the 
family moved down in June 1965. A neighbor of mine had a 20 Meter quad 
up on a tower, only about 3 houses from us. I remember asking him why he 
had a kite frame up there, and got a lecture about Amateur Radio, a copy 
of the ARRL License Manual and an invite to start in the RAGS (Radio 
Amateurs of Greater Syracuse) license course that fall. 


I took the course, and passed both the Tech and Novice tests in November 
of 1965, then waited until the end of February 1966 for the ticket(s). I 
was issued WN2VUO as my Novice call, and WB2VUO as my Technician call. 
The Novice was only good for 1 year, non-renewable, and the Tech was good 
for 5 years. 


I built an AC-powered version of the Push-Pull triode transmitter, the 
"Tiny Tim", using a 12AX7 instead of a 3A5, and Bill, W2CVI (the Quad 
owner) gave me a box of crystal blanks, some grinding compound and 5 
EMPTY FT-243 holders. I had upgraded from the Heath AM RX to a 
Hallicrafters SX-25, and I spotted the crystals by installing the blanks, 
holding the holder together with Vice-Grips and tuning for the TX 
(running into a 15-watt light bulb, which just barely glowed...) I ended 
up with 20 crystals on 40 and 6 on 80, and had to keep swapping them 
around in the 5 holders I had. Fun! 


I worked 30+ states and VE/G/F for DX on 80, 40 and 15 Meters, and FAILED 
the 13 WPM 3 times, so I went up on 6 and 2 Meters with the Tech. I 
stayed there until I had the chance to finally upgrade whilst over in 
Italy with the Navy in the early 70's. 


I ended up with a Conditional ticket, and had to take the 13 WPM all over 
again when I upgraded to Advanced in 1975, so I took the 13 WPM test 5 
times, and passed it twice! 


I read about the WV2-Novices, and knew a couple of guys/gals that had the 
calls in the early 60's. Most of RAGS members were old enough that they 
sat around waiting for the galena to precipitate from the primordial ooze 
so they could build their first receiver, so we "Young Twerps" were 
considered to be a liability rather than an asset for the club. Funny, 
they were ancients, in their 40's and 50's (lessee...1998 minus 1950 
is...YE GADS! I've become ONE OF THEM!!!) 


We need some young blood in the hobby, and I hope that everyone on the 
list is trying to recruit some "Young'uns" into the ranks of Ham Radio. 
The worst thing we ALL could do is to discourage an inquisitive mind away 
from the hobby because he/she is TOO YOUNG TO GET IT! 


I'v had a blast, and I am looking forward to many more years here in the 
ranks.

I was first licenced in 1955 as KN20FN when I lived in Batavia NY. Got my 
general the same year having traveled all the way to Buffalo NY to take the 
test. Passed the test and became K20FN. Wonder if there is anyone on the 
list that I worked with the old call? I started working at Sylvania 
Electric in Batavia in 1954 and discovered electronics and amateur radio. 
There were several amateurs at Sylvania who elmered me through the novice 
and general tests. Can't recall the names or calls now. 


My first novice rigs were borrowed but I started building my own shortly 
after getting the general. I built a two-band (80/40) receiver and various 
transmitters from the 1955 handbook. I recall one transmitter used a 6AQ5 
in the final. Let's see, 300V on the plate at 100MA -- that's 3 watts 
input. No idea what the efficiency was but I was QRP and didn't know it. 


My antenna switching arrangement would be a nightmare for the SWR purists. 
It was a small knife switch with RG-58 pigtailed onto the terminals. (DPDT 
relays came later.) Set the receiver to standby, switch the antenna to 
send position, turn on the transmitter, call CQ using my surplus J-38 key, 
set the transmitter to standby, switch the antenna to receive position, 
turn on the receiver and tune around the frequency to see if anyone was 
answering. Lots of fun, made lots of contacts, local and dx.

I recently got a very cute but mysterious little key... pictures are 
on my keys page at: http: //www.mtechnologies.com/nifn 


A friend sent it to me recently and little is known about its 
provenance. Similar, but not identical, keys appear in some of the 
standard references. It measures 2.5" overall length by 1-5/8" wide 
by 1-9/16" high. The "mushroom" knob diameter is 1-1/16". There is 
completely illegible yellow lettering on the back, along with a small 
black impression that is partly readable, possibly "VA 1630." The 
center of the lever is a black bakelite or plastic material and the 


contacts appear to be brass. 


An interesting feature of this key is that electrical connection is by 
means of the two "mounting holes" to the left and right of the knob. 
On the base of the key they are flared, as if to facilitate mounting 
on two pins built into a transmitter. The other two mounting holes 
just go through the bearing blocks at the rear of the key. The 
bearing blocks are strapped to the key lever, and also common to the 
left flared mounting hole at the front. There are TWO sets of 
contacts. One set grounds the presumed "hot" connection to the right 
of the knob, the other pair of contacts grounds the other connection. 
As found, the hot side is grounded slightly AFTER the other side when 
the key is depressed. 


Anybody seen one before?

Hmmm... 


Not having too much luck here, myself. I wired up the exact same mixer as 
shown in the Mixers&Modulators chapter of the ARRL Handbook. Needless to 
say, I could hear tons of carriers, but no audio. Not even the catholic 
radio network. 


In fact, the circuit was EXTREMELY unstable and exhibited lots of noise 
and drift. Even after removing my hand from the tuning cap, the circuit 
exhibited huge amounts of seemingly random drift (microphonics it seems). 
Furthermore, it produced no discernable audio. 


I think for now, I will stick with a transistor mixer. I don't think I'm 
quite ready to handle diode mixers just yet. They seem a little to 
fragile (the book warned of these types of mixers being HIGHLY impedance 
sensitive). 


My best guestimate as to why things aren't going the way it should is due 
to impedance mismatches. I'll try to clean things up tomorrow, but I 
don't expect it to work even then. If it doesn't, I'll just resort to the 
single transistor mixer that I was using before. 


The reason I'd rather be using a diode-ring DBM is because it's 
bi-directional -- that is, I can build the receiver and transmitter to use 
the same mixer. Alas, it seems that I cannot do that with a transistor 
mixer. With a transistor mixer (active mixer?), I need one for transmit, 
and one for receive. That's OK, I guess, since they're only single 
transistors. But I was kinda hoping that the DBM would be a bit better... 
») 


As usual, more news to come as it happens.

Hello folks (and fellow JUNO users) - 


I was talking with a friend yesterday evening about the new JUNO software 
program that was recently uploaded to all users; and how this new software 
has slowed down the operation of the program. 


He suggested a program "fix" that might help (your comments are welcome). 


My friend claims he has modified the JUNO program to eliminate the ads that 
appear at the top of the screen, thus returning the program to it's former 
speed. If your computer has a super-fast CPU, this new software from JUNO 
is probably not a problem for you, but for my 386 DX40, it is worth 
considering. 


NOTE: I have not tried this fix yet myself, because the computer I use that 
contains my JUNO account is up at college, and I won't be able to get to it 
until Monday evening. Perhaps there is a JUNO user on the list that will 
try this "fix" for themselves, and then get back to me to see if this idea 
helps. 


Here is what you do: 
In DOS (or XTGOLD, etc.), go the the JUNO directory. 


Look for the subdirectory (or file, I don't have the program here to look it 
up for myself) labeled "ADS", and go to your user info, which would be 
"90000001" (if you have only one user name). 


Erase ALL characters after the line starting with "00000001" EXCEPT the 
very last word, which is "LOG". If there are any words or characters after 
the word "LOG", just leave them. 


Save the file, and then launch JUNO - and see if those ads at the top of the 
screen disappear. 


Before you change this particular file, I would advise that you to save your 
original JUNO "ADS" file under a different name, just in case this does not 
work. 

If it doesn't, you can always put the original file back, just in case. I 
am not sure if you have to do this file correction every time JUNO changes 
their ad list, but if and when they do, you could always change it again. 


Again, let me know if this fix works for you. It's worth a shot.

Rig: Receiver: Lafayette HE-10 with two half moon bandspread dials. 

Highly modifed (even used drill) with OA2 gas regulator tube (zener 
what??) and tap off of the 455 Kilocycle IF for a ARC Q-Fiver (pre 
DSP) down conversion filter. 


Transmitter: Heathkit DX-60 - my first kit - lit the 75 watt light 
bulb right off the bat. Many crazy Novice crystals - all "modified" 
as VXO (permanent) by using figure 8 circular motion grinding using a 
carborundum (sic) powder/paste - was able to cover the whole 40 meter 
Novice band with NO RIT (didn't need it - hi). Built matching Heath 
VFO from money I made from the paper route. Never used VFO until I 
became General (sort of - well that General License sure took a long 
time to come in the mail...) 


Antenna: Direct from a well tabbed William Orr Wire Antenna Handbook 
- 40 meter dipole strung between two trees fed with 300 ohm TV 
Twinlead from Tandy (actually White's before it became Radio Shack). 
Used a special coax shield sheath at rig end for a balanced to 
unbalanced line match (poor kid's balun). 


Obligatory QRP - only ran 75 watts although that 6146 could pump out 
some more. Achievements - Full Duplex Cross Band CW (40 and 15 
meters) with my "good" teenage buddies in the next town. Not legal 
and was reminded of such by my Tech School teacher/elmer Mr. Van 
Fields. Got to remember I WAS part of the 60's generation - hi. 


Gawd - glad I got this off my chest after all these years - I feel 
"reborn".

If the 60's are the twilight zone of our novice years, then I guess the 
50's are beyond the sunset. We did not have 6146s, but only 807s and 
1625s. S-38 was only in its B version. 816s and 866s lit the shack in 
mercury blue. Made our two-stage (osc/amp) rigs from 12AT7s, since the 
6U8 was not commonly available yet. Even some remnant designs for 6AG7 
one stage rigs built on wood rails, following 1930s traditions. Drooled 
over the Johnson rigs (and their paint jobs), while not even daring to 
look at the Collins ads. J-38 keys were $2.00 at Walter Ashe (such nice 
people!). The 9TO keyer was coming, but we looked in wonder at bugs--and 
Lafayette had a Japanese copy or version of the really good ones. First 
time builders bought lots of parts from Burstein-Applebee, graduating 
later to Allied (but we all had Allied catalogs, from which we memorized 
parts specifications). First antenna was an end-fed Zepp, which some 
folks say will not work, but not knowing that, I went on making contacts 
anyway, tuning it up with a simple ATU and the glow of the 816s in the 
home brew 807 transmitter. First QRP rig: a 40-meter 12AT7 with a 
genuine pill-bottle-wound tank coil, powered by a 125-volt supply with a 
selenium rectifier (which I still have, but with a silicon rectifier 
nowadays--the Allied transformer is still good, but I will not vouch for 
the electrolytics.) I remember swapping 5U4s for other parts when I first 
went "solid state" in power supplies. Hammerlund APC variable capacitors 
at 2 for a buck at hamfests. 


If I had a time machine, I would go back and buy the following: all the 
Johnson and Hammerlund variable capacitors I could fine, lots of big and 
little Miniductor and Airdux coil stock, and a complete set of Greenlee 
chassis punches. 


Now look at what you started--nostalgia from beyond the grave.

Got my Pixie2 (40m) up and running last night but I'm only seeing about 
68mW output across a 47 ohm load (resistor). That's 5.2 Vp-p on my 
scope. Assuming Vp-p/400=power across 50 ohms. 


At the collector of Q2 I'm seeing 9 Vp-p (202mW) going into the PI 
network. Is this much loss normal? I thought I had read that about 
200mW out was what I could expect. I'm using the 390pF/1.5uH/560pF 
values recommended for 40m. 


If that's the typical amount of loss then I'll move on and try a 2219 
instead of the 2222A that I'm using now.

Enjoying all the trips down memory lane and I just gotta put my two 
cents in, so here we go... 

I didn't quite make the 60's as a novice, getting the ticket in 1970, 
as WN6ARA. The first receiver was a Boy Scout regen special using a 3A4. 
First transmitter was a 6L6. Didn't work much with that grouping. Graduated 
to a full novice gallon with a homebrewed 6146 and 12BY7 combo pumping 
about 60 watts (input). First crystal was a reground aircraft rig rock to 
3.5 something and doubled to 40 meters. Yep, I remembered worring always 
about the FCC coming into town and stringing me up if I so dared run 76 
watts or a VFO, heck I thought a VXO was illeagle! Receiver was a 
Hallicrafters SX-100. Never understood that knob "selectivity". I don't 
think my father who was also a ham did either!. Still have both of those 
rigs too. 

Working on the general was a real problem. I got up to 10 wpm and 
stuck. I had the help of the local televison repair man who had been a 
martime telegraph operator. I studied every friday night for about 3 months 
and he pushed me up past 13 wpm, passed the test with no problem, 
graduating to WA6ARA. By then I was looking for a different rig. Ten-Tec 
was out with the PM-2A and PM-3. I had earned the money for one of those 
and the parts for a DSB outboard 10 watt amplifier (for a little voice 
ops). By now I loved CW and really didn't care for SSB anyway. My father, a 
QRO operator, talked me into abondanding the Ten-Tec idea and go with a 
Heath HW-101. Had a good time with it, even met a couple other teenagers on 
40 SSB and played Moneyoply over the air. I kept fooling around with QRP 
once in a while but college, girls and work just kept getting in the way. 


Finally, in 1978, I bought a Ten-Tec Argonaut and have never been the same 
since. FRom that the real joy of QRP operation sprung out, homebrewing 
followed and all I know is I'm having a ball in Ham Radio.

I have to jump in here too. I became WN5ALL in Sept., 1960, after my 
science teacher challenged me to do something about wanting to be a ham. My 
first awareness of ham radio, I think, was when I saw an old Andy Hardy 
movie (remember those, with Mickey Roonie?) 

My dad, an ex-Navy radio operator, had taught me the code (in the form of 
dots 

and dashes) when I was a Cub Scout. My elmer, K5GRL, taught me to really 
copy code. His rig was completly self-designed and home brew. It was 
rack-mount size and each element, receiver, transmitter, and power supply, 
was probably too heavy for me to pick up - definitely not QRP stuff! 

I remember the "dit...di.di.dit...dit dit...dit" stuff that someone 
mentioned. Always felt a little guilty about doing it - no call sign and 
all... 


My first rig was a borrowed Johnson Viking Adventurer - a rock-bound CW 
xmtr, and a Knight Kit R-100 receiver - my first kit. That receiver was so 
mechanically 

unstable that I had to put my straight key (a J-38) on a separate table to 
keep from 

causing the R-100 from jumping around in frequency as I keyed the xmtr. I 
also 

used separate receive and transmit antennas, so QSK has always seemed 
natural to me.

When I send Steve a schematic (20K) and a_ pcboard (15K) as seperate 
files, 

attached to a tiny email note (500 bytes), he recieves a huge mailnote 
(15K to 35K) where one or both attached files ended not attached but 
in his mailnote as text. Bad!

No, not bad. Just an incompatibility of mailer standards. 


It sounds like your e-mail program is attaching then as UUEncoded 
attachments, instead of MIME attachments. I know for a fact that Eudora 
Lite can decode MIME, but not UUEncode format (unless you get the Eudora 
Pro version). My experience is with Eudora Lite 1.5.4, so my guess is 
that this extends to 3.0.3 as well. 


Try changing the binary file attachment format options in your mailer to 
use MIME instead of UUEncode (assuming it's not already). That -should- 
solve the problem, all things being equal. 


The reason the files "grow" is because it's spreading 8-bit data across 
7-bit characters. That basically means, for every three bytes of raw, 
binary data, 4 bytes of ASCII code is generated. This is because the 
Internet mail system, unlike AX.25, is still NOT 8-bit clean. Many too 
many mail exchanges simply can't handle 8-bit data. This is a hold-over 
from the 60s, when ARPANet (the original implementation of TCP/IP) was 
first created. 


I need to test my capability to send Circad ascii files via attachment. 
One way is by sending the same pair of files to other Circad Users and 
learn by feedback email, 

if everyone is having troubles like this or not on the receiving end?

Within a few days, you will notice that your JUNO program will start slowing 
down again when JUNO sends out their next generation of ads to all the 
users. Until then, you will have a faster-operating program. By reloading 
the JUNO program, you have temporarily removed the problem. 


What I (and others) were talking about was the ads that appear at the top of 
the screen when you are reading the mail or composing a message. What we 
are trying to do is to eliminate THOSE ads at the top, as it seems that the 
flashing of THOSE ads are what slows down the operation of the program. 


Other folks have been commenting on the automatic JUNO type written ad "tag 
line" that appears at the bottom of every message you are sending out. You 
and I do not see that tag line when we send a message out, but the person 
who receives our E-mail message sees them. 

So far, no one has come up with a method of removing that JUNO tag line. 


As far as I know, that tag line ad may be placed there by JUNO's central 
computer in Boston during the processing and "mailing" of the E-mail message 
to whoever you are sending it to. I have noticed that when I receive a 
message from another JUNO user, that tag line ad from JUNO does not seem to 
be there.
